BIG INCREASE IS MADE. 


Franchise Corporations Must 
Pay Many Times Their 
Figures of Last 
Year. 


EVANSTON WILL COME NEXT. 


The Board of Assessors yesterday fixed 
upon the figures which shall represent this 
year’s personal property valuations of the 
Chicago Edison company and the three big 
gurface lines of the city—the Chicago City 
railway company and the North and West 
‘Side systems of the Chicago Union Traction 
company. An aggregate increase of millions 
was ordered. The full valuation of the per- 
sonal property of the Chicago City railway 
comparmy in round numbers is placed at $6,- 
000,000; of the North Chicago line, $4,000,000; 
and of the West Chicago, $6,000,000. The 
figures of the last two roads have not been 
adopted finally. The Edison company’s val- 
uation is placed at $2,500,000. 


Figures on Corporations’ Taxes. 

The changes, in the figures of the big cor- 

Pporations which operate under municipal 
franchises are startling. Last year the Chi- 
cago Edison company’s assessed valuation 
Was $50,000; this year it will be $500,000. 
The Chicago City railway company last year 
paid on an assessed valuation of $260,000, 
while this year, if the present figures are 
adopted, the total upon which assessment 
will be made will be $1,200,000. Under the 
Same conditions West Chicago would pay 
on the same amount, as against $287,000 last 
year, and North Chicago on — as 
compared to $96,540 in 1898.

from certain proportions of dilution. 

Damage to Water Supply. 

‘‘ Whereas, The carrying into effect of the 
scheme, as above outlined, must materially 
affect the interests of St. Louis injurious-

East St. Louis, by polluting the only source

None of these

the only fair way to settle the trouble. . 


Claim for Increased Pay. 

| They have beén receiving an average price 
Of 48 cents a cubic yard for all meterial 
taken out, in accordance with.the compro- 
mise agreement entered into last January. 
This price was based on the profile made by 
the board’s engineers, showing that the cut 
was to be made through half rock and half 
earth, but since the work has advanced the 
engineers have been obliged to admit that 
the material to be excavated is one part 
earth to five parts rock. 

Gahan & Byrne now claim that it is impos- 
sible to perform their contract for less than 
about $1.19 a cubic yard for rock and some- 
thing like 28 cents for earth, an increase 
over the original figures which, if allowed by 
the trustees, will give the contractors at 
least $20,000 more than the amount named 
in the contract. There are about 175,000 
cubic yards of material yet to be excavated.

FRENCH ARMY HASTES DAY 


SNUB = AUTHORITIES. 
Pointed Rudeness Approved by Crowds 
Gathered to Witness Field Day Ex- 
ercises — Slight Demonstration 
Against Leader of Dreyfus Party— 
Rain During the Afternoon Dges 
Much to Keep the Peace—Plans for 
Trial Advancing. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
GRACE CORNEAU.) 

Rennes, July 14.—Today was field day in 
France, and the army review this morning 
at Rennes was an extremely brilliant af- 
fair. The Generals, however, took occa- 
sion to snub the civil,authorities, and when 
Genera} Lucas, followed by the other Gener- 
als, led the troops past the stand where 
the Prefect and other civil authorities were 
seated, instead of giving the customary mil- 
itary salute with their swords they coolly 
touched their hats as if saluting friends in 
the ordinary way. The incident immediately 
caused great emotion, and the crowd, an in- 
tensely armyite one, at once followed the 
lead of the Generals and shputes “ Vive 
Armee, Vive Saxce.”’ 

Saxce is the Colonel ‘who was removed for 
allowing anti-Dreyfus manifestations, and 
the mention. of Saxce’s name acted like 
wildfire. He was acclaimed again and again. 


Five Officers Are Decorated. 

Then followed the ceremony of decorating 
five officers with the Legion of Honor. Gen- 
eral Lucas made this as dramatic as possi- 
ble. He embraced each officer on both 
cheeks as he presented the decorations, 
while the crowd cheered. 

The passagé of the flag received the great- 
est tribute. As the flag bearers marched past 
the entire crowd uncovered and remained so, 
cheering wildly until the review was over. 
The army scored heavily today, and the 
demonstration showed that the opinion at 
Rennes is distinctly military. 


Crowd Attacks Basch’s House. 

After the review a part of the crowd made 
for the house of Professor Basch, a Protest- 
ant pastor and leader of the revision move- 
ment in Renmes. The hostile demonstrations 
against the professor took a serious turn, 
and in the turmoil the crowd smashed 'the 
window panes in his house and battered 
things generally. M. Hennion, a Director of 
Surety, sent expressly to Renmes from 
Paris to keep order, hurried to the scene 
with a squadron of gendarmes and a num- 
ber of arrests were made. Professor Basch 
was the object of fierce menaces. 


Rival Banquets Without Incident. 

The rival banquets tonight passed off 
without special incidents. Professor Basch, 
who presided at the Drey fus banquet, made 
a dignified speech.

BUSINESS CHECKED OWING TO ANX- 
IETY AMONG FINANCIERS. 


Increased Demand for Funds in the 
Provinces and Decline of Gold 
Shipments from New York Are 
Prominent Factors in the Situation 
—Ramors of Impending Difficul- 

‘ties Make Bankers Cautious—Inter- 
est Rates May Be Advanced. : | 


London, July 14.—The Press 
today sent out the following statement, 
which is believed to be accurate: 

“ Business in financial circles is consider- 
ably checked owing to a oertain anxiety as 
to the future and the remarkable reticence 
maintained in all quasters, the scarcity of 
money, and the recent large sales of con- 
sols. A block of £1,000,000 Is reported to have 
been sold on Wednesday. 

‘To add to the apprehension it is the sea- 
son when the provinces require more money 
than usual in connection with the activity. of 
trade. But. nevertheless, bankers and 
uthers are keeping large balances for emer- 
gency purposes. It is well known that a con- 
siderable amount of German bills is held here 
at speculation rates and that a large amount 
of credits is on a Berlin firm which recently 
failed. 

‘It is understood that a small financial 
house here arranged to take the bills as they 
arrived from the East through July at 1%; 
and, as discount is 3%, this is a serious mat- 
ter ‘for the firm. 


Difficulties Are Anticipated. 


‘‘Rumors are therefore current of im- 
pending financial difficulties, and in the cir-

tecting the bank reserve. Since June 21 
the reserve has declined by about £90,000. 


Stress in English Market. 

“Will the present rate have to be further 
davanced, is the question. Last year at 
this date the reserve stood at more than 
£25,000,000. Then we were calling in money 
‘from Germany and the United States was 
taking pnyment for wheat and cotton large- 
ly in securities. This year we have no bal- 
ances in Germary and may be unable to 
pay the United States by selling stocks. 
Hence we must be prepared either to offer 
a discount rate sufficiently high to induce 
_American banks to keep balances on this 
side or to send gold in payment for produce. 
We may consequently witness a 5 per cent 
rate here and a higher rate in Germany than 
‘last year.”

STOCK OWNERSHIP WIDESPREAD 


‘Large Corporations Their 
_ Shareholders by Thousands—Sev- 
eral Notable Examples. 


New York, July 14.—{Spectal.]—Inquiry 
‘among some of the largest corporations 
which do business in this country discloses 
the fact that the quarterly and semi-annual 
distributions of dividends are participated 
in by a vast and steadily increasing army of 
shareholders. In no. case is it shown that 
‘concentration of control (diminishes the 
number of shareholders in great business 
enterprises. 

Several years before he died William H. 
Vanderbilt sold abcut $50,000,000 worth of 
} the stock of the New York Central road, be- 
cause, as he then said, he believed it to be 
good policy to have railroad stocks as widely 
distributed as possible. Some of the big in- 
dustrial corporations have. increased the 
number of their shareholders 75 and 100 per 
cent within a few years. 

The Pennsylvania railroad company has 
the largest number of shareholders of any 
corporation in this country. There are about 
80,000 holders of Pennsylvania railroad 
stock, which is an increase of nearly 2.000 
within five years. These holders are scat- 
tered over the United States and Europe. 
and since 1893 they have participated an- 

nually in the distribution of $6,465,250, being 
piper cent on the outstanding capital stock 
ot $129,305 ,000. 

The stock of the Western Union Telegraph 
company and its leased lines is distributed 
among 13,488 holders, according to the latest 
Official record. ‘The shareholders of the 
Western Union Telegraph proper number 
9.182. One year ago they numbered 8,345. 
Since December, 1887, this company has paid 
dividends at the rate of 5 per cent unin- 
terrupterlly. 

Although large blocks of Western Union 
stock are held by George J. Gould and his 
brothers and sisters, Russell Sage, John 
Jacob Astor, John T. Terry, and other men 
of wealth, many thousands, of shares are 
distributed among persons of moderate 
means. About one-half the stockholders 
are women, and the names of a large pro- 
portion of these have been on the company’s 
books for twenty years and more. 

When President Havemeyer of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company publicly as- 
serted a few days ago that the stock of that 
corporation was held by between 1,000 and 
12,000 persons he stated a fact which the 
books of the company substantiate. The 
number of stockholders is nearer 12,000 than 
11,000, and it is increasing constantly. Only 
a few years ago there were but 5,000 share- 

holders.

Trouble Between Sorrell and Warman 
Families Calls Out a ‘Sheriff’s 
Posse, Which | Is Defied. 


Morehead, Ky., July 14. —[Special, ]—There 
is much excitement here over trouble in the 
west end of the county between the Sorrell 
and Warman families. Some time ago one 
of the Sorrells had one of the Warman wom- 
en indicted for carrying a pistol, This en- 
raged the Warmans and they armed them- 
eselves with Winchesters and shotguns and 
openly declaped their intention of killing 
the Sorrells. 

M. C. Sorrell swore out a phade warrant 
for them yesterday, and the sheriff, with

DUE To CASHIER’S CRIME,

Discovery of the Stealing. 
“Where is that $7,900 that was deposited 
on Saturday,’ asked Mr. Watson casually,

“O, yes, forgot,”’ replied Valentine, 
laughingly, “that s in my desk; locked up; 
I'll get it out en I come up.” 


Suspecting nbthing, but wishing that the 
money was safély locked up in the bank’s big 
safe, Mr. Watson thought awhile and then 
decided to have the desk opened just to ease 
his mind.

Regarded as a Model Man. 

Six months ago George M. Valentine was 
regarded as thé finest young man in the 
county, and fathers, whose sons played too 
much golf or went up to New York for the 
theater, occasionally pointed him out as a 
model. He was happily married and had 
two lovely children. He had a fine house, 
kept three servants and a pair of horses. 
Altogether his income was more than $6,000 
a year—$2,500 from the Middlesex, $1,500) 
from the savings institution,$1,500 in notarial 
fees, and $1, oduias receiver of several cor- 
porations. 

As far as the) ltown saw the young bank 
cashier lived well within his income. They 
did mot know that he lived all last Win- 
ter in a suite at the Waldorf-Astoria and had 
a box at the opdra. Neither did they know 
that he was speculating in Wall street. 

Young Valentine came of good stock. His 
family had founded Woodbridge, N. J., and 
his. father, Robert N. Valentine, and his 
uncles, Mulford and Howard Valentine, were 
the richest men in the place. When young 
Valentine was graduated from Rutgers Col- 
lege Mr. Valentine Sr.)got him a place in 
the Park National Bankijof New York, where 
he soon developed into a surprisingly good 
clerk, with the banking business at the ends 
of his fingers. 

The examination of the bank’s affairs be- 
gan on Wedhesday. 
tine’s wife came iup fromi Asbury Park and 
was hotror-stricken not to find him. Valen- 
tine’s bondsmen, his father and uncles, were 
notified to be present. The worst was soon 
kown. According to the books there should 
have béen a credit in New York at the Park 
National Bank of $80,000, AM the securities 
of both banks were found to be on deposit 
there. .A telegram was at once sent to the 
Park National. The reply came that in- 
stead of a credit of $80,000 the Middlesex 
Bank owed it $80,000. Besides, Valentine 
had overdrawn higaccount $3,000, 


Method of Juggling Accounts. 

Valentine’s method of stealing was simple. 
The Park National Bank is the concern’s 
New York correspondent, As cashier he had 
the right to draw “ cashier's checks " in set- 
tlement of the bank's various accounts. He 
stole by drawing ‘checks on the Park Na- 
tional for much more than was needed. Then 
he entered up a much smaller sum in the 
stubs. For instance, ~ $10,000 check was 
entered on the books of the Middlesex Bank 
as $100. As the Park National made its.re- 
turns to the Middlésex’s cashier, it was easy 
for him to cover up his thefts.. All the $110,- 
000 which he stole has been taken since Jan. 
1 last. The heaviest stealings were for 
last month, when Valentine stole $10,000 at 
one time. The Mid@ilesex’s capital is $50,000 
and its surplus $50,000 more. The $110,000 
defalcation wipes out this completely and 
leaves the stdéckholders owing $10,000 more. 
_ This morning a warrant was issued for 
Valentine on complaint of President Watson. 
He was nowhere to be found. Meanwhile 
word reached Perth Amboy that Valentine 
had been in New York. An officer was dis-

CRUDE PETROLEUM IS HIGHER. 


Price Raised Ten Cents a Barrel by the 
Standard Oil Company—Produc- 
tion and Consumption Equal. 


_ Crude petroleum has advanced 10 cents a 
barrel in the last ten days and producers 
all over the oil fields of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, and Indiana, among them 
being a number of Chicago companies, are 
correspondingly elated. Yesterday credit 
balances posted in Pittsburg at $1.23 a barrel 
and refined oil was marked up ten points. 

The advance was made by the Standard 
Oll company, the only buyer of oil as it comes 
from the ground, excepting a few independ- 
ents in Pennsylvania and one concern in 
Indiana. The rise is supposed to be due to 
anumber of causes, among them the fact 
that consumption and production are run- 
ning nearly even, and no new fields have

JEWEL THIEF GELULA CAUGHT. 


He Is Recognized on State Street by 
| Descriptions Sent from New 
York Last Winter. 


Abe Gelula, wanted in New York on the 
charge of stealing $1,800 worth of @Mamonds, 
was arrested in State street yesterday after- 
noon by Detective Dan Hermann of the Har- 
rison Street Station, who recognized him 
from descriptions sent out by the New York 
police last winter. 

For the last two months Gelula, who is 
only 19 years old, has lived in Chicago under 
the name of Abe Cohen, Hermann saw the 
much sought for youth between Polk and 
Taylor streets. 

“ What is your name?” asked the detective 
ag he placed his hand upon the man’s shoul- 
der. The answer was a blow from the young 
man’s fist. For several minutes the two 
struggled, watched by a large crowd. Then 
the policeman mastered his opponent and 
took him to the station, where he confessed. 
The story, according to the information in 
the hands of the CRicago police, is this: 

Abe Gelula was a salesman employed for 
the holiday trade last winter at the jewelry 
store of Michael Price, 146 Park row, New 
York. He was assigned to decorate the 
show windows each morning. After the 
busy season passed he was discharged. The 
next day, Jan. 21, he announced to the head 
salesman that he had been reinstated in his 
old position. After receiving the congratula- 
tions of his fellows Gelula set to work at 
his old task of dressing the windows. Open-- 
ing the safe, he took out a bag containing 
$1,800 worth of diamonds and started with 
| them to the front of the store. A few«nin- 
utes later he remarked that. he had forgotten 
something at the rear Of the store, went, 
thither with the diamonds, and has not been 
seen there since. | 

Gelula told Detective Hermann he had 
traveled in many cities, where he had dis- 
posed of the stones at figures much below 
their actual value, and he thought he could 
show where most of them could be recovered. 


SESSION COMES TO AN END.

The other declared that 
the darkest page in the book of the school 
year was that in which was written thestory 
of political interference with education and 
the attacks made upon it “ by the political 
tors and spoils seekers."’ 

When this resolution was made genera! In 
the hope that the lesser offenders would heed 
the rebuke, the drawers of the resolution 
made no secret that it was prepared as a 
caustic comment upon what has come to be 
called “ the Chicago school situation.” _ 


War on Grade Teachers’ Plan. 

_ The resdlutions were drafted by Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler of Columbia University, 
and were presented by a Resolution com- 
mittee at the head of which was Professor 
N. C. Dougherty of Peoria, Ill. Both Pro- 
fessor Dougherty and Dr. Butler admitted 
that the resolution censuring protective 
organizations among the teachers 
launched directly against the Chicago 
Teachers’ federgtion. At frequent inter- 
vals since his arriv t Los Angeles, Dr. 
Butler has referred sarcastically to the 
*‘union labor grade teachers of Chicago,’ 
a phrasing which has found popularity 
among the majority of convention delegates, 
who, be it said, are not grade teachers. 

It ts doubtful, however, if a formal ¢con- 
vention disavowal of ‘the schemes of the 
agitators would have been made had it not 
been for the activity—called pernicious. by 
the opposition—displayed by the latter 
since they landed in Los Angeles Wednes- 
day morning. The conference held at fed- 
eration headquarters yesterday betweenmthe 
members of the Chicago organization and 
the grade teachers of Los Angeles, Denver, 
and other cities precipitated the determina- 
tien of the controlling forces of the assecia- 
tion to squelch the grade teachers’ move- 
ment.

For two years this young 
Indian has been under sentence of death, 
yet has been at large on parole, playing ball 
with all the ardor of a college boy.

AMERICAN CONCESSIONS IN CHINA, 
There is no small significance in the news 
that the America-China Development com- 
pany has united with the British and 
Chinese corporation, limited, for the pur- 
pose of bringing greater power to begr upon 
the Chinese authorities in ‘the fulfillment 
of existing concessions and contracts. The 
joining of the British and American eom- 
panies is a form of Anglo-American al- 
liance to which nobody can object, yet it is 
curiously caleulated to bring the two gov- 
ernments into concerted action in Chinese 
affairs. This was undoubtedly the motive 
for pooling the American and British in- 
terests. The Americans desired the more 
aggressive support of the British govern- 
ment in China, while the Britishers desired 
the added weight that would come with 
the official support of the United States, 
President McKinley has promptly dis- 


avowed any intention of coercing China for 
the sake of this or any other company, but | 


this does not alter the situation. The plain 
fact is that if. the syndicate headed by the 
late Senator Brice ‘secured a concession 
for 1,000 miles of railway from Canton 
northward through the heart of China, and 
if a contract to this effect was entcred into 
in good faith with the Peking government, 
at- 
ter if China seeks to break the confract. 
It Americans are going to make invest- 
ments in China their interests cannot b¢ 
ignored by our government. If Americans 
begin to build such a railroad.and aye 
mobbed and killed by the Chinese, or their 
property destroyed, the Chinese govern- 
ment will not be held blameless. And if 
this should happen to a railway jointly 
owned by British and Americans the two 
home governments will have to act in con- 
cert in the matter. 

The mission of Mr. Parsons to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of getting the United 
States to compel the Peking government 
to make good its concessions may succeed or 


‘not, as the merits of the case require. Presi- 


dent McKinley will be extremely slow to 
touch any such case, and properly so. The 
fact remains, however, that if we are going 
to have any part in the activities of the 
outside world we must protect the just 
rights of our citizens wherever they are. 
Great Britain will not be slow to compel 
the Peking government to live up to its 
contracts in a case like that im question. 
We cannot allow the British government 
to do our diplomatic or other work for us. 


he logic of the situation will sooner or 


later compel the United States to act joint- 
ly with Great Britain in China wherever 
the interests of the two nations are allied 
or identical. 

This ts the only sort of Anglo-American : 
alliance the American people have ever 
countenanced. To avoid this and to neglect 


the interests of our citizens abroad because 


of a childish fear of assuming responsi- 


bilities in Asia is the other extreme. It is | 


nonsense to talk of avoiding all Asiatic 
politics when we are annually building up 
a larger Asiatic trade. The time is past 
when Americans were compelled to get 
under the British flag in order to do busi- 
ness in a foreign country.

He sailed from 
Honolulu to Manila with General Otis, was 
closely associated with Generals Otis and 
Merritt, Admiral Dewey, and Major Bell, 
Chief of the Bureau of Information, and he 
had frequent interviews and traveled both 
with Aguinaldo and Agoncillo. He says the 
latter wag a consummate Mar, but Aguinaldo 
dit not lie much to him. 

When I wanted to know what sort of a protec- 
torate over the Philippines by the United States 
he was in favor of—I had been told herwas for a 
protectorate—he was slow in his choice of words 
in the course of his reply.

: THE YEAR’S TRADING. 

The total exports of the United States 
for the fiscal year ending on June 30 
last were valued at 1,227% millions of 
dollars. This is a loss of four millions 
as compared with those of 1898, but a 
gain of 175 millions as compared with 
those of 1897. The chief cause of the re- 
duction in the value of exports in the last 


fiscal year was the decrease of over 20 


cents in the price.of wheat, due to the 
slackening of the urgent foreign demand. 
There has been a gain of fifty millions, 
however, in the value of domestic manu- 


_factures sent abroad. This has nearly made 
- up for losses in other quarters. Manufac- 
‘tured goods will represent about 28 per 


cent of the total value of exports. In 1888 


the percentage was 16 per cent. 


The imports of the year amount to 697 
million dollars, against 616° millions for 
the preceding year, This is a natural in- 
crease. The imports for the fiscal year, 
1898, were abnormally small because of 
the’ heavy imports in antitipation of the 
enactment of the Dingley tarifflaw. Over 


thirty million dollars’ worth more of sugar 


was imported last year than during the 
preceding year. There was a decided in- 
crease in the value of “ articles in a crude 
condition for domestic industry ” brought 
into the country. The increased consump- 
tion of those articles is an indication of 
the activity of American manufacturers. 
The excess of exports over imports for 


the fiscal year, which has just closed, is | 


| 530% millions of dollars. This falls about 


-ty-six companies are i 


eighty-five millions short of the figures of 
the preceding year, and yet everybody 
ought to be satisfied with the results of 
the last tweivemonth. The favorable bal- 
ance of trade is large enough to cover the 
interest payments on American securities 
held abroad, the freight charges paid the 
foreign owners of the vessels which did 
most of the carrying trade, and the shop- 
ping and other bills of the Americans who 
went to Europe for recreation or study, and 
to leave over a large, comfortable balance. 

The future is always uncertain, but the 
prosperity which American industries are 
enjoying now is so general and the skies 
are so clear that that prosperity may be 
expected to outlive the present fiscal year 
at least. That being the case, the trade 
balahce «sheet at the close of the year 
will doubtless be as satisfactory as the one 
for the year which has just closed. 


WAGES IN TINPLATE MILLS. 

The American ‘Tinplate company is a 
corporation which owns all the tinplate mills 
in the country. Recently the 40,000 men 
in its employ demanded a wage increase of 
20 per cent. There has been a great ad- 
vance in the selling price of the article 
the men*make. They assumed naturally 
that the company was making much money, 


over six million dollars in the value of 
its common and preferred stock since the 
beginning of the year. The company was 


‘willing to eoucede 11 per cent, which the 


men would not accept. As an agreement 
had not been reached by June 30, the 
mills shut down. . 

As it was not for the interest of either 
of the parties to the controversy that the 
mills should remain closed, it took only 
about two weeks to settle the dispute. The 
wages of the men are to be advanced 15 
per cent. Probably that is as much as 
they expected to get when they demanded 
20 per cent. For they must know that 
the advance in the price of tipplate has 
been necessitated in part by the sharp 
advance in the price of iron, and ‘that 
while the company is charging a dollar 
more per box for tinplate than it did last 
year, not all of that dollar is profit. 

It is not impossible that it has been 
easier for the men to get the considerable 
advance they have obtained because of the 
concentration of this industry in the hands 
of one concern. If the consolidation had 
not taken place and the separate mills had 
been called on to advance wages, those 
which are best equipped and are able to 
produce most cheaply would have complied 
after more or less delay. The weaker mills 
which would not have been able to make 
any money when paying the higher wages 
would have shut down or tried to con- 
tinue with non-union labor, in which event 
there might have been a labor war. Un- 
doubtedly the Amalgamated association, 
to which all the tinplate workers belong 
and which carried on negotiations, has 
found it more convenient to deal with 
one company than with many companies. 

It remains to be seen what effect this 
wage increase is going to have on the 
dividends of the American Tinplate com- 
pany. It is a heavily overcapitalized con- 
cern, with twenty milfions of preferred 
and thirty millions of common stock. The 
company, owing to the high duty on tin- 
plate, has a monopoly of the home mar- 
ket. The present demands of that mar- 
ket, even at the higher price, are so great 
that there is work for all the mills. But 
if that demand falls off, for any reason, 


then the company will find it hard to make 
both ends meet and ‘may be tempted to | 
| resort to cutting down wages.

‘If the nitrogen of the food be made 
the basis for the calculation of the proteids 
without excluding the nitrogen. of the 
cfeatin present, the food value will be great- 
ly overestimated. Physicians generally 
recognize the absencé of nutritive value in 
these extractives, but their use is frequently 
prescribed on account of their reputed value 
as nerve stimulants. Professor Mallet's ob- 
servations on the physiologic effects of the 
doses administered tend to deprive them 
even of this credit. The most decided effect 
observed was a retardation of the action

black. The servants have to be clad in 
deep mourning, while the carriages of their 
employers have to be upholstered in black,

to Copenhagen, he’ was reposing one warm 
afternoon on deck om a low swung ham- 


mock, endeavoring to snatch a few mo- 


ments’ sleep. His siesta was, however, dis- 


turbed by Michael, whi persisted in leaping 


over the hammock, notwithstanding the 
protests of the Emperor. At last, thorough- 
ly angered, and with awview to enforcing 

Alexander ex- 
claimed: “It is the Czar who commands 
you to stop this.’’ Instead of, however, 
showing any signs of being impressed there- 
Michael seemed to be tickled by the

They bear in Rissia the style 
of ‘* Veliki Knyaz.’’ which should be ren- 
dered as *‘ Grand Prince,’’ while their con- 
sorts are ‘ Velikaya Knyajina,’’ meaning 
** Grand Princess.’’ The Russian word for 
** Duke” is ‘* Gerzhog,’’ a corruption of the 
German ‘*‘ Herzog,’’ and is never used for 


the brothers or children of the Emperor, the 
only ‘*‘ Gerzhogs ”’ being the Dukes of Leuch- 
tenherg. 


Count Douglas, who is resigning his poet 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs at Stock- 
holm owing to his objection to following 
King Oscar in his policy of conciltation and 
concession to the Norwegians, is descended 
from the great Scotch family ef Douglas, of 
which he displays all the hereditary traits, 


including the dark complextom, the pecullar 


jaw. and the falling underlip of the so-called 
‘ Black Douglas."”’ The Count may be said 
also to be in a way related to the royal 
house of Sweden. For his mother was a 
morganatic daughter of one of the Princes 
of the reigning House of Baden, to which 
the Crown Princess of Sweden belongs. 

The Count, whose Christian name is Louis, 
has a twin brother christened William, who 
stands precisely in the same position of 
intimacy and chumship, if I may be per- 
mitted to use the expression, to Emperor 
William as Louis does to the Swedish Crown 
Prince. Their father, old Count Douglas. 
owned vast estates in Germany, as well as 
in Sweden, and at his death the elder of the 
twins inherited the German property, which 
makes him one of the wealthiest of the 
Prussian aristocracy, and gives him a seat 
in the Prussian House of Lords, the Swedish 
property being inherited by Louis, the now 
outgoing Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
Stockholm. 

He is.a strong protectionist and ultra- 
Conservative, thoroughly imbued with the 
necessity of retaining all the old feudal pre- 
rogatives of the aristocracy, and opposed to 
every kind of reformas such, the last man 
on earth suited to come to any understand- 
ing with the exceedingly democratic and 
progressive Norwegians. Moreover, he ts 
known to share the views of his crony, the 
Crown Prince, and of Emperor William, to 
the effect that the only way of subjugating 
the Norwegians is by force of arms, sénti-. 
ments which are those of the entire Swedish 
aristocracy. He is married to the daughter 
of Count Ehrensward, one of his prede- 
cessors as Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
Stockholm. 

Emperor William, by the bye, at least on 
three occasions to my positive knowledge, 
pressed the office of German Minister of For- 
eign Affairs upon his friend, Count William 
Douglas, before confiding the post to Count 
Biilow. From a physiological point of view | 
I have always regretted that Count William 
did mot accept the proferred portfolio. For

“The volunteer inspectors now at work 
make it possible for the Health department 
to enforce the ordinance against basement 
tenements more effectively than ever before, 

‘but what is needed is a philanthropic or- 
ganization to which the Health department, 
when it has condemned a tenement, can say: 
“We have evic the people living in such 
a basement; wif you look after them?’ The 
work of the départment.may be thorough 
and complete, but unless it is supplemented 
by aid it wilhkentail suffering on many people 
who will slink back at the first opportunity 
into the miserable holes»from which they 
are evicted.” 

Mr. Young suggests that efforts be made to 
fnduce owners of ‘vacant buildings and 
apartments to permit such families to oc- 
cupy them temporarily at the rental they 
pay now for their basement “ flats.” 

“* Here is an opportunity for the church 
people to work a practical philanthropy,” 
paid Mr. Young, “‘ but the general public 
should respond qhickly to this appeal for 
aid. It is not mere charity, it is self-pro- 
. tection. The Lake Shore drive and Prairie 
avenue cannot be safe from pestilence as. 
long as these disease-breeding holes are per- 
mitted to menace the public health.’’ 


When the Health department issued a call’ 


for physicians to look after the health of the 
crowded districts it was decided to make 
them regular sanitary inspectors, wligwould 
report to the department the conditions pre- 
vailing in the districts visited by them. As 
result a large corps of trdtned physiciAns, 
both men and women, are giving their serv- 
ices free to the city, because of their in- 
terest in the work and the opportunity it 
affords for the study of sodlological prob- 
_jJems.” Among the volunt inspectors are 
‘men and women from the University of 
Chicago, from the different social settle- 
ments, amd a few are among the best known 
physicians of the city. | 


Want More Paid Inspectors.
